Bucharest Suspects Hitler 
of Encouraging Bulgar- 
ian Hopes of Regaining 
Dobruja. 


BUDAPEST, July 8 (AP).—Ru- 
mania, richest of the Balkan Pow- 
ers, was openly alarmed today over 
what in diplomatic circles'was de- 
scribed as a German plan for a 
“little axis” in Southeastern Eu- 
rope. 

Rumanians interpreted the cor- 
dial reception given Bulgaria’s Pre- 
mier, George Kiosseivanoff, in Ber- 
lin this week as an indication of 
Germany’s efforts to weld Bulga- 
ria, Yugoslavia and Hungary into 
a pro-axis bloc. Hungary and Bul- 
garia were Germany’s World War 
allies; Yugoslavia (or Serbia) was 
on the other side. 

Significantly, Rumanians _§ said, 
Kiosseivanoff’s visit coincided with 
attendance of Gen. Henry Werth, 
chief of staff of the Hungarian 
army, at German maneuvers. 

The regent of Lugoslavia, Prince 
Paul, made a similar trip to Ber- 
lin last month. 

En route home to Sofia, Premier 
Kiosseivanoff is scheduled to con- 
fer with Prince Paul at Bled, Yu- 
goslavia, tomorrow. 

Dobruja Trouble Spot. 

Bucharest newspapers demanded 
to know whether Adolf Hitler had 
promised Bulgaria help in regain- 
ing the Black Sea region of South- 
ern Dobruja, which was lost to Ru- 
mania in the 1913 Balkan War. 

They recalled that Minister of 
Justice Hans Frank had told Sofia 
newspaper men June 24 that Ger- 
many expected Bulgaria to be on its 
side “in the next war.” 

In the Rumanian Senate, Dr. 
Nicholas Jorga, former tutor of 
King Carol, attacked the German- 
Rumanian trade treaty as endan- 
gering his country’s freedom. He 
said the treaty, which was signed 
after dismemberment of Czecho- 
Slovakia last March, ° threatened 
Rumania with monopoly of its ex- 
ports by Germany. 

“I must point out,” he said, “that 
the expansive force of Germany 
and her penetration tactics will be 
met with opposition heré.”

He said the decision to call union 
men off WPA jobs was reached at 
an informal meeting yesterday of 
business agents. Official action will 
be taken at a meeting next Fri- 
day. Union workmen had been 
getting pay scales ranging from 
about $1.25 an hour to $1.75 on 
WPA work, but will now receive 
about 65 cents under the new 
rangement. 

3600 on 11 Projects. 

There are 3600 WPA workers on 
ll projects in East St. Louis. Yes- 
terday a delegation of striking 
Belleville workers made three at- 
tempts to call East St. Louis work- 
ers off their jobs but failed in each 
instance. The East Side workers 
had decided among themselves to 
complete their work periods, under 
the old hourly pay arrangement, 
before making any decision on join- 
ing the strike.

For the first time in the St. Louis 
\WPA district, a group of WPA work- 
ers joined the strike yesterday. Thir- 
teen non-certified employes, per- 
sons not on relief, quit work at the 
tock Hill quarry, near Lay and 
Litzsinger roads, St. Louis County. 
The skilled workers had been get- 
ting 88 cents an hour for 96 hours 
a month, or about $85. The semi- 
skilled received 68 cents an hour for 
96 hours, or $65. Now under the 
new pay scale they would receive 
the same monthly pay but would 
have to work 130 hours a month. 

Those who went on strike had 
been employed previously at the 
quarry and were retained when the

Would Preserve Old Custom House, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

INCE the Jefferson Memorial on the 

riverfront seems about to be realized, 
I am interested in knowing what will be 
the fate of the old Custom House, now 
known as the United States Appraisers’ 
Stores Building, at the southeast corner 
of Third and Olive streets. This building 
was the first Federal] building and post- 
office erected in St. Louis. Completed in 
1859, it housed the postoffice and Federal] 
activities during the Civil War period. 

On Nov, 12, 1838, a group of citizens 
met to discuss the need in St. 
a Federal building and postoffice, and 
the ways and means to obtain it. How- 
ever, not until 1851 was a site procured 
for this purpose through an appropriation 
fostered by Senator Trusten Polk. 

On this site at Third and Olive stood 
the old St. Louis Shakespearean Theater, 
which had been designed by Meriwether 
Lewis Clark. This theater presented the 
familiar old classic columned front. Ac- 
cording to tradition, the columns now 
adorning the old Custom House are 
those of the old theater, preserved when 
it was razed in 1855 

The first design for the ald Custom 
House was made in 1852 by George I. 
Barnett, one of the first architects of St. 
Louis, but through disagreement with 
Federal Judge Samuel Treat over the 
planning of the courtrooms, he resigned. 

The interior was replanned by Ammi 
B. Young, superintendent of the United 
States Treasury Department, and the con- 
struction was completed under Thomas 
W. Walsh, a St. Louis architect. 

John Hogan, who was appointed Post- 
master of St. Louis on March 30, 1858, 
was the first to occupy that office in this 
building. His career was a very interest- 
ing one, and in 1864, he was elected to the 
Congress. 

Just as the old Courthouse is famous 
as the scene of the commencement of the 
Dred Scott case, the old Custom House 
is similarly famous as the scene of the 
Whisky Ring trials. 
nating in 1875, exposed a ring of con- 
spirators composed of Government offi- 
cials, who commenced about 1870 to 
defraud the Government of revenue on 
distilled spirits. 

United States Circuit Judge John F. 
Dillon presided over the trials.
